WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.— Fred Doug- 


lass dropped d ead In the hallway of 
his residence on Anacostia Heights 
last evening at 7 o'clock. He had been 
in the highest spirits and apparently 
in the best of health, despite his 78 
years, when death overtook him. Yes- 
terday morning he was driven to Wash- 
ington, accompanied by his wife. She 
left him at the congressional library, 
and he continued tp Metzerott hall, 
where he attended the sessions of 
the Women's council in the forenoon 
and the afternoon, returning to Cedar 
Hall, the name of his residence, be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock. 


After dining he had a chat in the 


hallway with his wife about the do- 
ings of the council. He grew very en- 
thusiastic in his explanation of one of 
the events of the day, when he fell 
upon his knees with hands clasped. 
Mrs. 
Douglass, thinking this was 


part of 
his description, was 
not 


alarmed, but as she looked he sank 
lower 
and lower,"and finally lay 


stretched upon the floor, breathing his 
last. Realizing he was ill, she raised 
his head, and then' understood that he 
was dying. 
She was alone in the 


house, and rushed to the front door 
with cries for help. 


Some men who were near by quickly 


responded and attempted to restore 
the dying man. One of them called 
Dr. J. Stewart Harrison, and while he 
was injecting a restorative into the pa- 
tient's arm, Mr. Douglass passed away, 
seemingly without pain. 


Mr. Douglass had lived for sometime 


at Cedar Hall with his wife and one 
servant. Ha has two sous and a 
daughter, the ohildrenof his first wife, 
[living here. They are Louis H. and 


Charles Douglass and Mrs. Sprague, 


Mr. Douglass was to have delivered 


a lecture last night at Hillsdale Afri- 
can church, near his home, and was 
waiting for a carriage when talking to 
his wife. The carriage arrived just as 


ied. 


ilrs. Douglass said last night that 


her husband had apparently been in 
the best of health lately and had 
showed unusual vigor for one of his 
years. No arrangement, she said, had 


"""" 
ade for his funeral until his 
could be consulted, 
singular fact in connection 


witff* the death of Mr. Douglass that 
the very last hours of his life were 


n in attention to one of the prin- 


ciples to which he has devoted his en- 
ergies since his escape from slavery. 


Mr. Douglas, who has been for half 


century 
assuredly in the fore- 


most ranks of the orators of his race, 
had just completed his seventy-eighth 
year and after his many vicissitudes 
died seemingly in excellent health not 
many miles distant from the county, 
on the eastern shore of Maryland, 
where he was born a slave in Feb- 
ruary, 1817. His early mastering of 
the ship carpenter's trade, in which he 
worked for the benefit of his owner, 
Col. 
• Lloyd, whose name the slave 


o riginally bore until his escape from 
slavery in 1835, assisted therein by 
William 
Lloyd Garrison and other 


noted abolitionists of that day, togeth- 
er with his stalwart crusade against 
slavery and his later lecturing tours in 
Europe and subsequent events before 
and since the emancipation of slavery, 
gave him an actual world-wide prom- 
inence that few of his race have en- 
joyed. 


These, which may be said to be a 


feature of the biographical history of 
the country, are of course widely 
known. The later incidents of his 
life, including the official position he 
has held as United States marshal and 
afterwards recorder of deeds of this 
district, his foreign missions to Hayti 
and Santo Domingo, and his editorial 
labors in this city, made him personally 
known to thousands of citizens of the 
district. 


In 1871 Fred Douglas was elected 


presidential elector-at-large for the 
state of New York, where he was then 
residing and was appointed to carry 
the vote of the state to Washington. 


Of recent years he has always been 


prominent in all movements having in 
view the social and political advance- 
ment of women, and no later than yes- 
terday afternoon was a welcome at- 
tendant at the session of the Woman's 
National council, where he was honored 
with a seat on the platform. 
Fred 


Douglass was married twice, his second 
•wife being Miss Pitts, a white woman 
from New York state, who was a cterk 
in the recorder's office while he lield 
that position. This for a time lost 
him some caste among the people of 
his own race, but his personal stand- 
ing and overpowering intellectuality 
quickly dissipated the sentiment that 
some sought to originate to his 
discredit. He was one of the most dis- 
tinguished-looking men that appeared 
on the thoroughfares of the capital. 
He was kindly-disposed to all, cour- 
teons and of gentle bearing, and by all 
•like, white and blaok, or of whatever 
creed, religion or race, the news of hits 
death will be met with only genuine

CLEVELAND. O., Feb. 20.—There was 


something of a row in the convention 
of tbe National Electric Light associa- 
tion yesterday. John A.Seely, of New 
York, presented the report of tho 
finance committee. 
It showed that

998.69, and 
the 
disbursements 
to 


85,449.95. One of the items of expense 
was: 
Stenography and typewriting, 


8851. That and a charge made for 
extra help furnished the secretary 
brought J. I. Biggs, of Cincinnati, to 
his feet with a protest. 
He attacked 


the management of the association's 
financial affairs. 
He considered the 


secretary's salary of 82,000 as being 
excessive, and said that the organiza- 
tion should be maintained by dues less 
than $25 per year. 


Mr. Seely explained that the associ- 


ation had once endeavored to get 
along with the dues fixed at 810 per 
year, and had found tha thing to be 
impossible.. The association had fallen 
into debt, and the only thing to do 
was to increase the dues. He called 
attention to the fact that Mr. Biggs 
was connected with an Edison com- 
pany, and that the Edison people had 
never paid much attention to the as- 
sociation until it became so large that 
they could not ignore it. 


The discussion was ended by Presi- 


dent Fraudiseo's announcement that 
the matter would be settled in execu- 
tive session.

When Mr. Wolcott's resolution as to 


the advisability of not pressing con- 
sideration of the silver bill at this ses- 
sion was laid before the senate, Mr. 
Jones (clem., Ark.), who had charge of 
that bill recognized the impossibility 
of passing it, and announced that its 
friends would press it no further at 
this session. It was then sent to the 
calendar, as. was also Mr. Wolcott's res- 
olution. 


Most of the day was occupied in the 


consideration of the Indian appropria- 
tion bill—two-thirds of the bill having 
been disposed of before adjournment 
at(i:30 p. m. 


HOUSE. 


So far as the house is concerned the 


navy may be further increased by the 
construction of three battleships and 
nine torpedo boats. At the close of 
four days' deliberation on the bill 
making appropriations for the navy 
and naval establishment for the year 
ending June 30, 1896, the house passed 
the measure practically as it was re- 
potted by the committee, after having 
refused, by a vote of 109 to 67,to recom- 
mit the bill, upon motion by Mr. Say- 
ers, with instructions to strike out the 
provision for battleships. An amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Sayers was agreed 
to providing that the secretary of the 
navy should not contract to pay a 
higher price for armor plate or prim 
steel than is paid for the same articles 
to the same parties by foreign g-overn- 
ments. It was also provided, on mo- 
tion by Mr. Dolliver, that two of the 
nine torpedo boats should be con- 
structed ou the Mississippi river. 


Efforts by Mr. Cannon to make the 


bill carry an appropriation of 8*20,000,- 
000, or 85,000,000 toward defraying the 
cost of the 
battleships, were un- 


availing. In this connection a letter 
was read from Secretary Herbert slat- 
ting" that if the construction of the bat- 
tleships was authorized in the pending 
bill, there would be expended in the 
year ending June 30, 1896, on that ac- 
count, only 8513,200. 


The naval bill being out of the way, 


the house spent an hour or two dis- 
cussing the Hawaiian cable project 
upon the report of the conference over 
the diplomatic and consular appropri- 
ation bill. 


Mr. McCreary opposed the construc- 


tion of a cable as a government enter- 
prise, and moved that the house insist 
upon its disagreement to the senate 
amendment authorizing1 the president 
to contract for laying the cable. 


Mr. Hitt, one of the conferees, moved 


that the house concur in tbe senate 
amendment, and forcibly advocated the 
construction of the cable. He read 
from the annual message of President 
Cleveland in 1886 and 1888 to show that 
as far back as that period the president 
advised congressional action to secure 
telegraphic communication with the 
Hawaiian islands. The matter was not 
disposed of when the house adjourned. 


A bill was passed over the unfavor- 


able report of the committee of the 
whole, having been previously passed 
by mistake and recalled from the sen- 
ate, to increase the pension of Thomas 
Corrigan. 


A resolution introduced last Decem 


ber by Mr. Pickler. and referred to the 
committee on civil service reform, was 
called up by its author, that commit- 
tee not having acted upon it, and 
passed. It directs the secretary of the 
treasury to inform the house how 
many old soldiers have been dismissed 
from that department since March 3, 
1893, and the reasons for their re- 
moval. 


An unfavorable report was mncle by 


Mr. Richardson, from the com.nittee 
on printing, upon the joint resolution 
authorizing the publication of dairy 
test made at the Columbian exposition. 
The reasons for the adverse report 
were that the matter was in no sense 
or connection a government affair, 
and that the expense would be about 
SSO.OOO. 


The house adjourned at 5:15 p. m. 


until noon to-day.

Large tracts 
f land, extending for hundreds of mile* 
long these rivers, are leased by the«e 
tubs, whose membership is made up 
aiefly of wealthy residentn of the largo 
ities, and the natives complain that they 
are excluded altogether from the priyi- 
ege of hunting. Mr. Johnson's bill 
mends the present law by providing 
hat' it shall be lawful for any person 
o enter upon any lands, whether leased

,ow from any navigable river,

Atnage be done by him."

In the Illinois Legislature Mr. Coch 


ran presented the rerort of the specia 
house committee appointed to confer 
with the Lincoln Monument association 
with reference to the proposed transfer 
of the monument to the state. Accom 
panying the report was a bill accepting 
the conveyance of the monument arid 
grounds to the state of Illinois in trust, 
upon the conditions that the state prop 
erly care for the monument and grounds 
and provide for the interment of the 
members of Robert T. Lincoln'^ family. 
The governor, secretary of state and state 
treasurer are constituted a board of com 
missioners to assume control of the mon- 
ument. These commissioners at to ap 
point a custodian at a cost not to exceed 
f 2,500 and in this cottage there is to be a 
waiting room for visitors to the monu- 
ment. The salary of the custodian is 
fixed at $1,000 a year. For the payment 
of the salary of the custodian, for .the 
erection of the custodian's cottage and 
for making such needed improvements 
the sum of 834,500 is appropriated. The 
bill was read a first time and referred to 
the committee on appropriations. 


A bill presented by Mr. Berry makes

In the sunlight of virtue and honor, 


or in the dark shadows of sin, the very 
poor girls in great cities must live. 
Their pathways are laid out for them 
more largely by reason of circumstances 
than centerstanees. 


Every city has its homo for fallen 


women, and the national capital is not 
an exception; but we have here also a 
home for women who are unfortunate, 
but who have never followed the Steps 
of the Strange Woman of Scripture,

than 130 per month she may hare bed 
and board at the home for the small 
sum of 83 per week. This idea of cheap 
Iward—good, sound food and plenty of 
it—is Mrs. Wilkinson's; In her mis- 
sionary work she has discovered aa 
many as four or five girls occupying 
one room and eating but one meal a 
day, in an endeavor to live and dress 
within incomes that in no case exceeded 
83 per week. The proprietors of stores, 
for labor in which such small salaries 
were paid, insist that the girls be well 
clad; and in order to keep their places 
the girls have to undergo the torture 
of continual semi-starvation. Some of 
the proprietors of stores, where girls 
are worked like slaves without ade- 
quate remuneration, are prominent in 
Sunday school or church work They 
worship God on Sunday and worship 
mammon during the sue secular days 
of each week.

Mrs. Wilkinson, the founder of the 


home, is a devout Christian. She very 
frequently used to quote the text. 
"The rich and the poor shall meet to- 
gether; and the Lord Is the Maker of 
ns all " In soliciting subscriptions for 
Che home she often touched the hearts 
iand the pockets of the rich by quoting 
that text m behalf of the poor. 


While it is important to care for the 


worthy and unfortunate girls and 
young women of a community, it Is of 
even more importance that the father- 
less and motherless new-born babes 
should be saved from suffering and 
death. 
In all great cities there in 


many a child conceived in sin and born 
in iniquity, and abandoned by the 
mother who is neither maid, wife nor 
widow. The Sisters of Charity, of St. 
Ann's infant asylum, organized for this 
very purpose, axe daily snatching from 
the gutter little children, whose minds 
have not yet 'keen affected by their 
surroundings, and training them up in 
the way they should go. Primarily, 
the object of the home is to provide for 
orphans or hdU orphans, foundlings 
and deserving indigent women in 
ehildtoirtli. 
SEhe privilege of retaining 


the children 'when they are entirely 
abandoned »te given to the sisters 
under tthe artt of congress incorporat- 
ing the institution in 1863.

American form of sport — trotting 
matches—is becoming-all the rage here. 
Not as if trotting, i., e. the systematic 
breeding of the speedy trotter and 
the stylish turnouts pitted against 
iach other on a smooth roadbed, 
were altogether a novelty here. In 
;he Thiergarten aad Unter den Lin- 
den, the admirer of high - bred 
lorseflesh and ol neat and swift ve- 
hicles has had something to see In that 
me for many years past, and some 
unique kinds of elegant vehicles, such 
as the English "mail coach" aad the 
Russian "troika," were evea intro- 
duced sooner in Berlin than In New 
York or Chicago. What I mean is that 
the American sport of trotting, in the 
full sense of the term, lias *mt recent- 
ly been popularized here. 


During the past spring, summer and 


fall there -vrete any number of trot 
ting matches, in which, too, some 
American horses and their owners or 
trainers participated, and betting has 
run high on the turf. Knelbs, thi

clean, to lerably stiff Jbrush. It is hair 
that i« nc >t burned, and whose very ap- 
pearance does not suggest the sound of 
sizzling Uwks. It is .hair that is not 
cutoff the back «tf -the aeek nor at the 
ears. 


When tKe hair ia brushed it should 


be parted, and eacik division should re- 
ceive a hundred good strokes from the 
crowm down to the end. It should not 
be brushed fiercely «r -to» quickly, for 
that «nly tears the hair out by the 
roots. Ammonia, borax and most 
washing appliances lender the hair 
harsh stnd disagreeable, but if it is 
washed with castile soap er with wa 
ter in wtieh soap berk hasfceen boiled 
tt will be silky when dried. It should, 
wlien possible, be dried in the sun, but 
never bv the heat from a furnace, 
Tv-Mch cracks and rongbens it. Warm 
towels should be used, and when the 
uajr seems perfectly dry a little aloo- 
hoi rubbed into the scalp will keep one 
from taking cold. 


As excellent preparation •for promot- 


ing tike growth of the hair Is a mixture 
of bar rum and quinine, which should 
be rubbed into tbe scalp once or twice a 
week.—If.

The first low* entered'try the Moo- 


shir was Shanik. ;It contains four vil- 
lages -Shinik.Mezra.Koojock andDopi. 
When our peqple heard of the arrival 
of the Pasha,'Fr. Jobannis, with 240 
of the leading-townsmen, went to meet 
him,Jo besmch him to have mercy 
•open :hem. 'Whey were surrounded by 
soldiers long- before they could get to 
Mooshir Pacha anc* every one was

And when contrasted with 
Paris—the old Lutetia Parisiorum of 
the Romans—or London (referred to as 
Lugdumm in Agricola's campaign notes) 
and even Vienna (the Vindobonum, 
where one of the Roman emperors was 
residing about 250 A. D.), the imperial 
city of modern Germany seems but of 
yesterday. Yet even Berlin dates back 
many centuries in its nucleus — that

ments no longer fit in with the general 
appearance of the capital, and actually 
prove a hindrance (o the enterprise of 
the speculative builder and of the pro- 
gressive merchant of to-day, it natural- 
ly follows that they have to go; make 
room for wide, straight streets, tall, 
massive, architecturally perfect houses, 
with plenty of air and light in them. 
For there is no denying the fact—the 
Berliner of to-day and, more especially, 
the municipal government of Berlin 
are quite pi ogressive, almost American- 
like m this respect. Utilitarian prin- 
ciples carry the day in this city, as they 
are similarly triumphant in American 
cities Thus it is that at this writing 
the oldest, dingiest, but most interest- 
ing, streets of ancient Berlin are being 
torn down to make room for modern 
palaces of trade, for the site these 
quaint old streets and alleys have occu- 
pied is among the choicest for business 
purposes, and within a couple of years 
every square yard of ground there will 
be worth thousands. 


With the natural love of the iournal- 


1st for the quaint and odd and musty, 
I have strolled through the most curious 
of these old lanes just before they 
were given up to destruction—through 
the llce/cn Strasse, where cobblers 
have held forth for five hundred 
years, trad where each tiny shop has 
been handed down from generation to 
rcneration, through the Eosen Strasse, 
where in centuries past the wealthy 
citizens resided on account 
of its 


safety, being nestled in the shadow of 
;he 
thick fortification 
wall, 
and 


;hroug-h a network of sheer inex- 
;ricable little alleys and lanes, each of 
which shows an individual physiog- 
nomy of its own. 
Even now, while 


the pickax and shovel of the destroy- 
ing angels—vulgar brick masons—are 
at work demolishing what so long has 
withstood the tooth of time, a number 
of these queer little houses, charming 
to the eye in their oute'- and inner 
Irregularity, 
with 
their 
creaking, 


worm-eaten stairs that lead nowhere 
In particular and then: rough-hewn 
seulpturings or gable and portico that 
portray saints and sinners of long ago, 
are still intact and their denizens have 
not yet left these places of their birth. 
While the dust from the falling walls 
close by fell in showers, and while an 
army of workmen toiled a few yards 
from their hearth tearing out the half- 
crumbled foundation stones from the 
fourteenth century, deaths and wed- 
dings occurred and babies were born 
among the few hundreds remaining in 
these ruins till driven elsewhere. 


etill there—at least its shell, for thora 
and altar are gone. It is one of the 
most picturesque of these ruins, ami u 
rosebush over one hundred and fifty 
years old is still bending forth perfume 
by a few belated flowers. The descend- 
ants of these Jews did a flourishing 
trade in old clothes and in the pawnshop 
line, and Frederick William I. knew so 
well this fact that he only permitted 
the completion of this synagogue after 
;'the street" had given up three thou- 
sand thalers (a big sum in those days) 
to the royal treasury—in exchange for 
which, however, their soldier king pre- 
sented them with a fine Turkish rug 


Here, leaning its tired old roof 


against the moss-grown city wall, is the 
old executioner's residence, with its 
outer buildings. This man, with his 
assistants and servants, was beyond the 
pale of mankind in the old days, and 
hence he had been relegated to this 
far-away corner, none but ostracized 
Jews for neighbors. His province, too, 
it was to superintend the outlaws, and 
among his most cherished prerogatives 
and emoluments was the sale of all sorts 
of "sympathetic" remedies, such as bits 
from the rope of a gallows, blood- 
stained clothes from a delinquent re- 
cently beheaded, etc. And many a 
thrilling midnight episode has taken 
place behind the darksome walls of this 
uncanny building1, when dainty ladies 
ot the court stepped in here from the 
near-by castle to obtain a remedy to 
'bind" the love of some dear but faith- 
less one. 


Still more interesting, though, and 


what is in a much better state of pres- 
ervation, is the ancient inn, "The Sign 
of God's Eye." Once this was an ele- 
gant establishment, where the bloods 
of the court with clashing sword and 
rattling spur drained many a mighty 
tankard of strong Khenish wine, and 
even to-day the vestiges of those days 
of might and fight are not wholly lost. 


Outside the two enormous gilt eyes, 


.which gave the establishment its name, 
are still gleaming in the bright au- 
tumn sun, and inside, as soon as tho 
darkness has permitted close inspec- 
tion, one sees a long rowxif handsome- 
ly decorated casks, once filled with 
choice wine, now containing cheap 
"schnapps," and oddly carved chairs 
and tables of solid oak, black with age, 
and on the cupboard yonder bright 
pewter pots and cut-glass goblets and 
flasks. The rosy-cheeked lass behind 
the counter, however, deals no longer 
iwith knights nnd squires, but with 
thieves and other riff-raff of modern 
tivilizatiou. 


Another six months, and those few 


surviving witnesses of a past age u ill 
have disappeared, too, and walls of 
bright sandstone will rise up in their 
stead. One by one they go, these silent 
remnants of the days when Berlin was 
an unimportant small inland town in

LOFTY MOUNT TACOMA. 


Description of tho Most Famous 


Summit of Washington. 


fti Seen from the Citief on Pneet Sound 


It took« Grander Than Any of the 


Alps-History of tbe Mountain 


M • Volcano. 


Mount Taooma is one of a row ot five 


or six lofty peaks, all doubtless of vol- 
canic origin, lying between the rang-e 
of the Rocky mountains and the Pa- 
cific coast. The row of peaks is one of 
the most remarkable in the world. It 
begins with the beautiful Mount Shas- 
ta, in California, includes Mount Hood, 
Mount St. Helens and Mount Adams, 
and its furthest northern representa- 
tive is, perhaps. Mount Baker, in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Mount Tacorna is the 
giant of them all, although it hardly 
exceeds Mount Shasta in altitude. 
Its 


height, according to the government 
survey, is 14,444 feet, 2 feet more than 
Shasta. But it is 
a 
far 
more 


massive mountain than Shasta. In 
act, 
there are few great peaks 
n any country that can be com- 
>ared with Mount Taeoma in majesty 
if appearance. As seen from the cities 
on Puget sound it looks far loftier than 
any of the Alps when viewed from an 
equal distance, because nearly its en- 
ire height is before the eye. In'Other 
words, instead of rising from a great 
>lateau or on the back of a lofty' 
nountain wall, it springs to its full 
leight straight from sea level. Its out- 
ine is exceedingly imposing, being 
;hat of a huge dome, the upper part of 
which, even in midsummer, is white 
with snow, while in winter the whole 


lountain is clothed in white down to 
ts foothills. 
Sixteen or seventeen glaciers flow 


down the slopes of the mountain, some 
of them of large size, and presenting all 
ihe characteristic features of moraines, 
Jssures, moulins ancr icy precipices, 
which are to be found among the gla- 
ciers of the Alps. There is, perhaps, 
no other mountain within the temper- 
ate zone that exhibits so extensive a 
•lacier system. 
Tho ascent of the mountain had not 


3cen hitherto very difficult when the 
attempt was made late in the summer. 
There is no such climbing on dizzy 
Drecipices as must be encountered on 
;he Matter-horn, for instance, all the 
difficulty arriving from toft snow. Av- 
alanches arc frequent on its flanks, and 
ihe snow remains until July in borne

three sides, is believed by some to mark 
the site of a former crater of the vol- 
cano, but during a visit which I made 
to it in 1892 I became convinced that 
the depression, whose bottom is filled 
by the lake, has been produced by a 
tremendous landslip, induced perhaps 
by the shaking of an eruption, but not 
the direct creation of volcanic action. 


The true crater, and that from which 


all the eruptions have taken place, ia 
on the summit of the mountain. 


The appearance of the crater on tho 


top, a deep cavity about half a mile 
across, has always been suggestive ol 
a considerable decrree of heat existing 
beneath its floor, for at times the rocks 
within have been found comparatively 
free from snow, while the outer slopes 
of the peak were deeply buried 
r Several considerable streams tako 
their birth from the glaciers of Mount 
Taeoma. 
In fact, acting as aclouc 


conienser for the warm air blown in 
from the Pacific, the mountain plays a 
highly important part in the economy 
of the Puget sound region. 
The im- 


mensely rich forests that clothe tho 
plains at its feet are mainly nourished 
by the waters derived from the moun- 
tain, and the same is true of the thou- 
sands of acres of beautiful meadow 
lands that surround it. 


The history of Mount Taeoma as a 


volcano still awaits 
investigation. 


Very little is yet known as to the flows 
of lava that have taken place from it 
in past time. Its great height, together 
with the general steep slopes of its 
sides, however, would indicate that its 
eruptions have not been characterized 
by vast flows of liquid lava. It is not 
likely that such flows will occur either 
at present or in the future, at least no1 
on a large scale. 
The great period ol 


activity in the mountain, no doubt, oc- 
curred when the ocean flowed nearer 
Its foot than it does at present, anc 
perhaps when the dusty plain of east- 
em Washington was covered with a 
lake. All that we know of volcanoes 
leads to the conclusion that the leak 
ing of sea water down to their roots in 
tbe crust of the earth is a prlncipa' 
cause of their explosions. 


The city of Taeoma is situated more 


than forty miles in an aif line from tho 
crater of the mountain, and fceattle is 
still further, so that under no circum 
stances could any danger be appre- 
hended at those points from the aetivi 
ty of the mountain. But as a spectacle 
a great eruption of Taeoma would be 
grand beyond description.

form is, seen reflected in the waters o: 
Puget sound like Vesuvius in the Eaj 
of Naples, but Mount Taeoma is ul 
.most four times as high as Mount Ve 
suvins and massive in proportion, tf

New Rules for Institute Teachers. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 


Inglis has issued circular letter No. 2, 
regarding licenses for institute workers, 
which is important to all teachers in the 
state, as he establishes new rules re- 
rarding this work.
